In South Vietnam, the high level of enemy activity below the 
DMZ in northern Quang Tri has resulted in the evacuation of an impor- 
tant fire support base and an increased threat to two others to the 
south. Heavy fighting is expected in this area (where the Communists 
have augmented their forces) in the days ahead, but in other parts of 
the country, the current low level of activity will probably continue. 

In north Laos last week, little action was noted near Luang 
Prabang, but Bouam Long, north of the Plain of Jars, received heavy 9£ -y^n 
rocket and artillery attacks. On the Plain itself, Vang Pao 1 s ir- U

The Cambodian Army's decisive victory and the withdrawal of 
Communist forces from the area northeast of Phnom Penh have provided 
the Cambodians with a much needed psychological uplift. South of the 
capital, however, an enemy regimental size force near Srang poses a 
serious threat to the security of Route 3. While friendly forces on 
Route 4 east of the Pich Nil Pass were probed over the weekend, only 
light harassment of government positions has occurred throughout the 
rest of Cambodia.

South Vietnam Developments 

President Thieu has promulgated the presidential election law, 
leaving intact the controversial clause requiring candidates to ac- 
quire the endorsement of 40 National Assemblymen or 100 provincial 
councillors. Although Thieu f s major reason for including this pro- 
vision probably was to enable him to win a majority mandate, it seems 
likely that he also hopes to preclude Vice President Ky from the race. 

One of Thieu' s aides stated flatly that Ky would not be "allowed" to 
run and that as a result o£ "mild pressure" being applied by the ad- 
ministration, over 300 of the 554 local councillors had already en- 
dorsed Thieu. While Ky's aides acknowledge that they are having dif- 
ficulty lining up support in the face of government . intimidation, they 
remain confident that Ky, with the cooperation of Big Minh, will finally 
acquire the necessary 100 signatures of provincial councillors. 

Big Minh, meanwhile, states that he has already obtained more than the 
required 40 Assembly - signatures .

So far, the return to Paris of Politburo member Le Due Tho, in 
his capacity as special adviser to the DRV delegation, does not seem 
to indicate that a major negotiating move by Hanoi is imminent.
